Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 25, 
2003 has been entered. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Moran 
et al (EP 0997073). 

Moran et al teach a method for preparing a cheese product comprising mixing a 
concentrated milk powder, sodium chloride, milk fat, water, and an edible acid at a 
temperature of 120F (see entire document, especially Example 1). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
Applicant's disclosure. Battermann et al (US Patent No. 5,904944) disclose a process 
for preparing an imitation cheese comprising a heating step at 82C (179F), see 
Example 5.
